Court is told of 
caravan smash

A BRAZILIAN circus artist told a 
court that it was “just like being 
in the cinema” as he watched a 
van plough into his parked 
caravan, killing his mother and 
teenage cousin. 

A jury heard how Wellington Silva 
Romero, 32, pulled his Chrysler 
people carrier, which was towing a 
caravan, to the side of the All to fix 
a flat tyre on March 7 last year. 

Nine adults and two children under 5 had 
been travelling in the seven-seater people 
carrier before the family pulled over. 

Most of the family had climbed into the 
caravan to keep warm when a white transit 
van driven by Ian Cooper smashed into it. 
Rita De Cassia Silva, 50, was killed instantly. 
Driele Castilho Lima, 19, died at Adden- 
brooke’s later that day. 

Cooper, 31, of Mill Road, Mattishall, Nor¬ 
folk, has pleaded not guilty to two counts of 
death by dangerous driving. 

The crash happened just after 6.30am on 
the southbound carriageway near the 
Fourwentways junction with the A1307. 

The Cambridge Crown Court heard from 
Mr Romero that the family, who perform 
with the world famous Brazilian Romiero 
circus troupe had set off at 3.20am

A PENSIONER is 
claiming compen¬ 
sation from a 
council after the 
sump of his car was 
damaged because of 
a pothole. 

Charles Ayres, 78, 
has complained that 
his complaint has 
just been “passed 
around” between 
departments at 
Cambridgeshire 
County Council and, 
despite involving his 
MP, has not has the 
issue resolved. 

Mr Ayres, a retired 
carpenter, of Bur- 
well Road, Exning, 
has been pursuing 
the claim by tele¬ 
phone since Nov¬ 
ember 5, when the 
sump on his Ford 
Mondeo was broken 
while he was driving 
on an unclassified 
road in Lode. 

He said: “All the oil 
came out and it cost 
me £400 to have it 
repaired. I phoned 
the council and 
shortly afterwards I 
noticed that they 
had filled in the 
potholes and put up 
a new sign. 


“I just get passed 
around when I call 
the council. 

“I think people 
should know about 
it because pot holes 
are just getting 
worse and the 
council shouldn’t 
always get away 
with it.” 

He took his com¬ 
plaint to his MP, 
Matthew Hancock, 
who represents West 
Suffolk. 

Mr Ayres said: “He 
has done as much as 
he can but, because 
he represents Suf¬ 
folk and not Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, there’s 
limit to what he can 
do.” 

A county council 
spokesman said: “If 
Mr Ayres would like 
to submit details of 
his claim in writing, 
it will be considered 
by our insurers. 

“We would like 
members of the 
public to report pot 
holes when they see 
them. They can use 
our new highways 
reporting form on 
the website.” 


Councils reap rewards 
after sharing services

TWO councils are saving 
millions of pounds by 
joining forces to share 
services. 

Neighbouring Forest Heath 
and St Edmundsbury councils 
have been working together for 
a year and are now beginning 
to feel the benefits. 

An estimated £1.7 million in 
savings over six years is 
expected by pooling computer 
services. They are also aiming 
to save £300,000 a year by 
having a joint waste operation, 
including the bin collection 
and road cleansing teams. 

David Burnip, chief executive 
of Mildenhall-based Forest 
Heath, said: “This is an exciting 
initiative for the people of West 


Suffolk. 

“It arises out of the need to 
get the best value for money for 
the residents of St Edmunds¬ 
bury and Forest Heath and 


ensure the resilience of 
services.” 

He said the councils could 
maintain existing services - 
despite Government cash cuts 


- by sharing functions 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, Forest 
Heath council leader, said: “It’s 
really about sharing, not merg¬ 
ing.” 

Cllr John Griffiths, St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Council 
leader, said: “We have antici¬ 
pated the Big Society.” 

Cllr Jaggard said the two 
councils were currently work¬ 
ing on a joint communications 
team which is due to result in a 
formal partnership this month 
and further savings. 

He said the councils were 
also working on sharing prop¬ 
erty services - including 
managing rented industrial 
and business units. 

A business case for joining 
the two council services 
together was also due to be 
considered this month. 

Some jobs are expected to go 
as a result of the shared service, 


but the councils were unable to 
say how many people would 
lose their jobs. 

People who lose their jobs 
due to the combining of the 
computer teams would be able 
to apply for jobs in other 
council departments. 

The two councils currently 
have a total of 760 full-time 
equivalent posts. 

Forest Heath’s head of 
planning, Nicola Baker, will 
also become head of St 
Edmundsbury’s planning 
service in April in an interim 
arrangement for six months. 
The St Edmundsbury planning 
chief is not automatically being 
replaced. 

At the same time, a business 
case will be developed to see 
whether the two planning 
departments could be joined.

that morning for Italy via Dover, after they 
had performed in Great Yarmouth the 
previous evening. 

The Chrysler and caravan were in 
convoy with an Iveco truck being driven 
by his brother Cleiton Silva, 35. which was 
pulling another caravan. 

Mr Romero told the court that he 


noticed his nearside rear tyre was 
punctured around two hours into the 
journey. 

He said: “As soon as I heard the noise I 
started driving very slowly and turned my 
hazard lights on. I got off the road as 
quickly as I could.” 

Mr Romero said that he was forced to 
drive onto a bank beside the road but, 


although he managed to get his car off the 
dual carriageway, around a metre of the 
caravan was still on the road. 

He said: “There was still enough space 
on the road for cars and trucks to get by.” 

Mr Romero described to the court the 
moment the van smashed into it. 

He said: “It was just like being in the 
cinema. The impact of the crash was so 


strong. I knew straight away that my 
mother was dead.” 

Mr Romero’s wife spent three months in 
hospital while his daughter, who was also 
in the caravan, was not badly hurt. 

David Rhodes, mitigating on behalf of 
Cooper, said hazard lights were not in 
operation on the caravan.

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Charity offers help in bid to rescue town recycling site

RECYCLING responsibilities 
could be passed to a charity 
when a town’s public waste 
site closes. 

Newmarket Open Door 
charity may take in additional 
goods after the controversial 
closure of the town’s house¬ 
hold waste recycling centre. 

The charity’s “superstore” is 
in Craven Way near the Depot 
Road centre, which is one of 
seven being closed by Suffolk 
County Council on May 9 to 
save £800,000. 

Talks are also being held 
with Forest Heath District 
Council and Newmarket 
Town Council to see if they 


can help save the site from 
closure. 

Concerned residents filled 
the public seats at the town 
council’s monthly meeting 
where Cllr Lisa Chambers, 
the county council portfolio 
holder for waste who also 
represents Newmarket and 
Red Lodge, explained why the 
site was being closed. 

She was handed two pet¬ 
itions, one with 1,450 sign¬ 
atures and another with 184 
signatures, calling for the site 
to remain open. 

Deputy mayor Cllr Keith 
Bovill said another 216 
people had signed an on-line 


petition on the county 
council’s website. 

He complained that there 
had been no consultation 
with the town council before 
the decision was taken to 
close the site. 

“There has been a lack of 
openness and transparency 
on behalf of Suffolk County 
Council,” he said. 

“On behalf of hundreds of 
individuals I request that the 
county council reconsiders 
this decision and uses some 
of its £1.7 million conting¬ 
ency budget to keep the site 
open while we look at the 
options.” 


But Cllr Chambers said 
negotiations with the site 
contractors, Waste Recycling 
Group (WRG), “went to the 
wire” leaving no time for 
consultation with the town 
council. 

She said she had asked 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council if it would contribute 
to keep the site open, after it 
was discovered that 54 per 
cent of the total waste, and 80 
per cent of plastics, taken in 
at Newmarket came from 
surrounding Cambridgeshire 
villages, but the request was 
refused. 

“I’ll do as much work as I 


can to ensure that some 
service is retained in the 
town,” said Cllr Chambers. 

She said she was willing to 
organise a public meeting to 
discuss the issues. 

After the meeting fohn 
Durrant, general manager of 
Open Door, said: “We’re hav¬ 
ing early exploratory talks. 

“It looks promising that we 
may be able to take some of 
the electrical goods - but we 
won’t be able to deal with 
household rubbish and green 
waste.”

Parents and 
wife endure 
desperate wait

FEARS are growing for 
the safety of a former 
Newmarket schoolboy 
caught up in the devas¬ 
tating New Zealand 
earthquake. 

Phil Coppeard, 41, origin¬ 
ally from Moulton, was last 
seen boarding a bus that 
travels through Christchurch 
city centre. 

Despite frantic efforts from 
his wife, family and friends, 
no-one has been able to 
reach him since. 

Mr Coppeard, a chartered 
accountant, only moved to 
Christchurch last November 
with his wife, Suzanne Craig. 

At the time when the 
massive quake struck, at 
12.51pm on Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 21, New Zealand time, 
he was on his way to Cant¬ 
erbury University for what 
would have been the second 
day of his Masters course in 
economics. 

Mr Coppeard’s parents, 
Barry and Barbara Coppeard, 


and sister foanne Morley, live 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

Mrs Morley said: “We still 
haven’t heard any news. 

“We’re all worried sick but 
we’re keeping our hopes up. 

“Ourselves, Suzanne and 
friends are continuing to 
pursue every avenue possible 
to try and get in touch with 
him.” 


Mr Coppeard attended St 
Felix Middle School and 
Newmarket Upper School 
before moving to Manchester 
University, where he studied 
history and economics. 

He met Suzanne while 
living in London and the pair 
then settled in her home 
country of New Zealand. 

Mrs Morley said: “We’re 


just praying we hear from 
him soon and that it’s good 
news.” 

The 6.3-magnitude quake - 
the country’s deadliest na¬ 
tural disaster in 80 years - 
has claimed at least 147 lives. 

Police expect the death toll 
to rise further, with more 
than 50 other people are still 
unaccounted for.

“We have established 
that she walked along 
parts of Hyperion Way, 
Brickfields Avenue, Mill 
Reef Close and High¬ 
clere Close, but need to 
map her entire journey. 
While it was reasonably 
early in the morning, 
there may have been 
people around walking 
their dogs or leaving for 


work or for the morning 
paper, or people may 
have seen the lady 
hurrying past their 
house. 

“It is important that 
we speak to anyone who 
may have seen her that 
morning.” 

A man is currently in 
custody accused of rape 
and sexual assault. 
Muhammad Arif, 40, of 


no fixed address, has 
already appeared before 
magistrates and is due 
to appear at Ipswich 
Crown Court on April 28 
for a plea and case 
management hearing.

Libya tourist braved armed gangs in flight to freedom 

‘Get the hell out 
of there... now!’

AN ADVENTURE holiday ended 
with a dramatic 600km dash 
across the desert to escape the 
violent uprising in Libya. 

Vince Johnson, managing director of 
the Cambridge Detective Agency, was 
with a group of eight other British trekkers 
in the south of the country when rioting 
broke out in a challenge to Colonel 
Gaddafi’s regime. 

The ex-police officer, who lives in a 
village near Newmarket, has spoken of 
passing through checkpoints manned by 
armed police, Libyan army and militants - 
some of them youngsters in football shirts 
carrying AK-47 rifles. 

The party eventually reached the town 
of Sebha, in the south of the country, 
where they were able to get on an Italian 
military plane which flew them to Rome. 

Mr Johnson, 50, said: “At certain 
checkpoints, and when we stopped in the 
town of Ghat, I was very concerned to say 
the least. 

“If we hadn’t managed to get on that 
Italian Hercules I expect we would still be 
in a high-walled compound, waiting for 
extraction by whoever." 

Mr Johnson, who has previously 
undertaken numerous treks in North 
Africa and the Middle East, was on a 10- 
day break organised by K E Adventure 
Treks, of Keswick, along with other 
adventure seekers from all over Britain. 

Before leaving on Friday, February 18, 
he checked with the Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office and was told it 
would be safe to go as long as they had a 
local guide. 

They arrived in Tripoli and took an 
internal flight to Sebha, before a three- 
hour drive into the desert to meet the 
Tuareg tribesmen for a camel trek to 
explore mountain ranges and historic 
sites. It was at around noon last 
Wednesday, that they realised something 
could be amiss. 

“I noticed that Sheikh, our Libyan 
government-appointed minder standing 
on a rock holding up his mobile phone to 
get a signal,” said Mr Johnson. 

“I thought it might be an opportune 
time to see if I could get some coverage on 
my phone, and within a couple of 
minutes all sorts of texts came through

from KE saying ‘get the hell out of there - 
now’.” 

At the time they were in the Valley of 
Ghosts, near the fortress of the djinn - the 
evil spirits of the desert. 

After some frantic phone activity by 
Mohammed, their tour guide, and waiting 
with the camels under the only tree for

miles, three four-wheel-drive vehicles 
appeared and took them over sand dunes 
- some around 500ft high before reaching 
a road. 

Eventually, after an unscheduled 
roadside halt and some shouting and 
praying by Mohammed, they ended up in 
the town of Ghat - a place the foreign 
office had advised travellers to avoid. 

“It was a bit of a hot bed and a wild west 
town,” said Mr Johnson. 

"They dropped us at a restaurant where 
we had pizza and sugary coffee while 
Mohammed stood around making travel 
arrangements," he said. 

“I wasn’t happy with the exposure our 
group was getting and noticed various 
individuals keeping a close eye on us. 

“After about two hours a minibus and a 
saloon car turned up to drive us to Sebha. 
The roads in Libya are diabolical and we 
were doing 95-100mph at night. If we’d 
had a blow-out it would have been 
‘Goodnight Vienna’." 

At numerous checkpoints they were 
scrutinised by armed men - some 
displaying pictures of Col Gaddafi in their 
vehicles and some not. I wasn’t prepared 
to sleep while we were travelling," he said. 

“I didn’t know whether I would have to 
leap into the driver’s seat and take over. I 
found it absolutely draining.” 

They arrived back in Sebha in the 
walled tourist compound in the early 
hours of last Thursday, where they later 
heard that an Italian Hercules transport 
plane would be flying in at 2pm.

said Mr Johnson. 

“I think we got the last nine seats on the 
plane.” 

After a three-hour flight they arrived at 
Pratica di Mare military airfield in Rome, 
where the media were waiting to 
interview everyone on the flight - 
including Mr Johnson. 

They were put up at a hotel in Rome by 
the British embassy and were flown home, 
arriving at Heathrow on Saturday 
morning. 

His wife Jane, and daughters Holly, 19, 
and Harriet, J6, had been trying to get 
information. 

He said: “I’ve been instructed by family 
members that I can’t go anywhere other 
than in the UK.” 
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Motorist battling for survival 


A DRIVER was fighting for life 
after a collision involving a 
tipper lorry and a Land Rover 
Freelander.

The lorry, which overturned, 
was being driven by a man in 
his 70s who is believed to have 
been thrown out of his cab. 


He suffered neck, hip and 
arm injuries which were not 
thought to be serious and he 
was taken to West Suffolk 
Hospital, Bury St Edmunds, 
for treatment. 

The road was closed for 
several hours at the Gazeley 
crossroads while police crash 
investigators worked at the 
scene.

Sir, I read with interest the 
comments in your paper about the 
closure of the Newmarket recycling 
centre in Depot Road. 

A leaflet was given to me by one of 
the workers at the site on February 
18, stating clearly that the 
Newmarket site is to close on May 9 
this year. 

Once again the people of Newmarket 
have come off second best. We’re 
now expected to put our hands in 
our pockets and travel at least 21 
miles, costing time and money and 
polluting the Earth with more car 
emissions.

They are logging all the calls, as well 
as contacting Cllr Lisa Chambers, as 
she expects us to, or our other Suffolk 
county councillor, Bill Sadler. Their 
telephone numbers and their email 
addresses are on the Suffolk County 
Council website 
I have emailed all our town 
councillors and our member of 
parliament for their support. 

As a matter of interest, on the Suffolk 
County Council online petitioning 
service is another petition started on 
the January 6, regarding saving all the 
seven recycling sites. It has 1,800 
signatures. 

Somebody must have known of the 
impending closures - as usual, the 
horse is halfway out of the stable 
before we can try to close the door. 

In conclusion, Suffolk County 
Council is also trying to “divest” itself 
of 29 youth clubs. What sort of 
message are we sending out to young 
people who will have to live in a 
world where our generation makes 
ill-founded decisions on their future?

But there’s cash 
for Palace House 

Sir, It is strange that Suffolk County 
Council may close Newmarket’s 
recycling centre on the grounds of 
cost and, seemingly, location but has 
pledged £1 million to the (yet to 
materialise) Home of Horseracing 
Centre that is planned for Palace 
House Stables. 

To be financially viable, such a centre 
must need to attract a similar 50,000 
visitors that go to the recycling centre 
every year. Unlike a racing centre, 
however, recyclers arrive then leave. 

As councillors Hirst and Bovill have 
stated, the Mildenhall and Bury sites 
are not good alternatives logistically 
and we could see increased flytipping, 
with attendant additional costs. 

The logical idea, surely, is that 
recycling centres should be locally 
available so that associated traffic is 
reduced. 

A racing centre at Palace House 
would see additional traffic and 
parking problems. Of course, it 
remains to be seen if the necessary 
funding is forthcoming. A substantial 
part of the land is designated for 
racehorse rehabilitation, including 
stables and a riding arena. 

I personally doubt that a town centre 
location is suitable for rehabilitating 
racehorses and believe the whole 
project would be better sited 
elsewhere. 

Racing policy is stated as the reason 
that Palace House and other sites 
cannot be alternatively (but 
appropriately) developed. Had such 


thinking pertained in the 1960s, 
Newmarket would now be a ghost 
town of dilapidated stables as a 
number of housing estates occupy 
these former sites. 

FHDC need, I believe, to reconsider 
racing policy. Elections for the district 
council will take place in May. Anyone 
on the electoral roll can stand for 
election. Perhaps some letter writers 
might stand ? Unfortunately, county 
council elections are two years hence.

Raising money 
from motorists 

Sir, I was at the toy and collectors’ 
fair at Woodgreen animal shelter 
on Sunday. This is a fundraising 
event, from the shelter’s point of 
view, but also a place where a large 
number of largely ordinary people 
gather to take part in a generally 
inoffensive and peaceful activity. 
Yet for the police, it seems to be a 
rich source of revenue. Because it 
is so popular, a number of people 
(fortunately, not including me) 
couldn’t get into the car park. It 
was a quiet Sunday and the AJ198 
wasn’t busy so people parked on 
the verge. 

They weren’t blocking the road, 
weren’t presenting a danger and 
weren’t doing anything unpleasant, 
yet hundreds of people are now 
nursing a £60 fine for their 
peaceful Sunday existence. 

Yes - the police could find the 
officers and time to ticket these 
people. 

However, they couldn't find time to 
investigate or find the teenagers 
who put a brick through the back 
of my son’s head, the thieves who 
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stole tens of thousands from my 
office, the guy that wrote off my 
classic car and drove away or the 
person who demolished my 
grandparents’ front wall and flower 
bed. 

Nor can they seem to find people 
to deal with those doing more than 
70mph past my son’s school gates 
(this figure from the council’s 
speed measuring device) nor the 
people parked with two wheels on 
the pavement in my 
neighbourhood (14 of them on one 
street this evening alone) who 
force wheelchair users, pram 
pushers and sometimes even 
pedestrians onto the road. 
Basically, the police appear to have 
an unhealthy urge to raise funds 
from the motorist hence, I 
suppose, the latest extension of the 
A14 average speed camera system, 
a system which targets cars doing 
more than 70mph while letting 
lorries off without any problem.

Tax dodgers 
told to hand 
over £1.2m 


THREE scrapyard 
workers who spent a 
lifetime avoiding tax 
have been ordered to 
pay £1.2 million in 
criminal assets. 

Bernadette McGivern, 69, 
her husband Harold Mc¬ 
Givern, 66, and Noel Healy, 
77, were told to repay their 
ill-gotten gains when they 
appeared on money laun¬ 
dering charges at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Monday. 

The incredible tax fraud 
came to light after Suffolk 
police raided the Ponde- 
rosa scrapyard, in Red 
Lodge in September 2008. 

Officers also found a 
£243,267 hoard of cash, 
much of it packed into 
confectionery tins and 
envelopes in the bedroom 
of Mrs McGivern while 
£450,000 in banknotes was

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hidden under the bath of 
McGivern’s son, Robert. 

He was later jailed for 
five years and ordered to 
pay back £851,000 in total 
as part of the tax fraud 
worth almost £2 million. 

Mr and Mrs McGiverns 
and Healy were spared a 
prison sentence, but told to 
repay a total of more than 
£1.2 million. 

Bernadatte McGivern, of 
Bridge End Road, Red Lod¬ 
ge, who had been found to 
have assets totalling £1.7 
million, was told she had 
six months to pay back 
£705,825 or face up to 
three-and-a-half years in 
prison. 

Mr McGivern, now of 
Greenhill Road, Willesden, 
London, was told to pay 


£118,273 or face up to two- 
and-a-half years in prison, 
and Healy, also of Bridge 
End Road, Red Lodge, was 
told to pay back £375,900 of 
his assets, which totalled 
£849,519. 

Making the confiscation 
orders, judge David Goodin 
told the three: “This seems 
to have been a lifetime of 
dodging tax.” 

Last year, Bernadette and 
Harold McGivern and Noel 
Healy were sentenced to 48 
weeks imprisonment, sus¬ 
pended for two years. 
Healy was also ordered to 
complete 80 hours unpaid 
community work. 

After this week’s hearing 
Alan Gould, head of Suff¬ 
olk’s Financial Investigation 
Unit said the confiscation 
orders were the largest ever 
in Suffolk’s history.

Four sentenced 
for gang violence 

Baseball bat and knife used in attack on Polish brothers 


TWO men and two youths have 
been sentenced for their part in 
a “vicious attack” by a gang on 
two Polish brothers. 

The victims of the baseball bat and 
knife attack suffered cuts, broken bones 
and one has had his sight permanently 
impaired, Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

The brothers, Dawid and Dariusz 
Lewandowski, were attacked after they 
were told to get out of Mildenhall by the 
ring leader Alan Brown. 

They had earlier had thrown over 
them in the town’s Maid’s Head pub and 
went to their flat in Emmanuel Close to 
pack when they were attacked. 

Brown, 26, of Morley Close, Beck Row, 
near Mildenhall, admitted wounding 
and affray and was given three years and 
eight months in jail. 

Ricki Bereznyckyj, 18, of Peterhouse 
Close, Mildenhall, admitted affray and 
was sent to a young offenders’ instit¬ 
ution for eight months. 

Two 17-year-old youths, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, also 
admitted affray. 

One, who the court heard had wielded 
the baseball bat, was given 12 months in

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a young offenders’ institution and the 
other was given an eight-month sent¬ 
ence. 

Stephen Dyble, prosecuting, said the 
incident started on the evening of April 
16 and continued until the early hours 
of the following day. 

He said Brown stabbed Dawid Lew¬ 
andowski in the arm with a kitchen 
knife at the flat and the brothers were 
repeatedly punched and kicked before 
they bundled the attackers out slam¬ 
ming the door on the knife, which 
broke. 

They were attacked again and chased 
for about 50 yards after they fled from 
the flat. 

One of the 17-year-olds hit Dawid 
Lewandowski with a baseball bat after 
both brothers were knocked to the 
ground. 

He was treated in hospital for a 4cm 
cut to his head caused by the bat as well 
as the knife wound to his arm. 

Dariusz Lewandowski was found to 


have suffered a fractured cheekbone, a 
fractured hand, a cut to his head and 
had suffered permanent damage to the 
sight of one eye. 

fonathan Dunne, mitigating for 
Brown, said his client had not comm¬ 
itted an offence for two-and-a-half years 
before the attack and had been trying to 
improve his life. 

Laura Kenyon, mitigating for Ber¬ 
eznyckyj said he had been under the 
influence of valium at the time of the 
affray and now realised that his 
behaviour had been unacceptable. 

Charles fudge, representing the 17- 
year-old who wielded the baseball bat, 
said he had suffered from a difficult 
childhood and substance misuse but 
offered neither as an excuse for what he 
had done. 

The second 17-year-old had not been 
involved in instigating the incident and 
was unarmed but accepted that he had 
acted entirely wrongly, said his barrister 
Lindsay Cox. 

Mr Recorder Andrew Hurst, passing 
sentence, said: “This was a vicious, 
rolling pack attack that had absolutely 
no justification whatsoever.”

Y oung mum 

Kelly Chawner 
knows better 
than most why it’s 
important for women 
to sign up to Cancer 
Research UK’s Race 
for Life this summer - 
as she gave birth 
while undergoing 
chemotherapy 

Kelly walked last year’s 
race just after being given 
the all-clear although she 
was still suffering the 
effects of the treatment. 

Now she is hoping to run 
or jog 5km in this year’s 
race and top the £187 she 
raised last year. 

Kelly, who is 29 today, 
said: “It’s a really fun way 
of raising awareness and 
money to help with 
research. 

“Hopefully one day 
people won’t have to go 
through what I went 


through. 

“I would just urge more 
people to sign up. It’s a fab 
day and so much fun.” 

Kelly, of Peyton Place, 
Station Road, Isleham, and 
her partner Tony Jones have 
two children - Toby, who 
will be 3 in April, and 
Abigail, 15 months. 

It was while Kelly was 
expecting Abigail that she 
began to experience 
breathing problems - which 
turned out to be nothing to 
do with the cancer - but as 
a result she was sent for a 
scan. 

The scan showed 
problems with the lymph 
nodes in her chest and she 
was diagnosed as having 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma while 


15 weeks pregnant. 

A biopsy confirmed the 
diagnosis and she was put 
on a course of 
chemotherapy. 

She was given ultra 
sounds every three weeks to 
check on the condition of 
her baby. 

“I pretty much lived at 
Addenbrooke’s,” she said. 

“I had numerous stays in 
hospital - mainly because 
my breathing got worse 
because I had too much 
acid in my blood. 

“It wasn’t anything to do 
with the cancer or the 
treatment. But in a way it 
was lucky I had it because 
otherwise I wouldn’t have 
had the scan which showed 
the cancer in the first

place.” 

Abigail was born by 
Caesarian section six weeks 
early weighing 51b 9oz. But 
she was not affected by the 
chemotherapy. 

“The placenta had 
worked properly and 
stopped her from receiving 
any of my drugs,” said 
Kelly, who shaved her hair 
off when it started coming 
out in clumps. 

She said she was able to 
watch as Abigail was born. 

“The surgeon held 
something up which was all 
scrunched up and wrinkly,” 
she said. “It didn’t look like 
a baby and didn’t make a 
sound so I panicked. At that 
moment she stretched out 
her arms and legs and began 
to cry. 

“Tony got to hold her 
first and he laid her by my 
shoulder so we could take a 
closer look. I didn’t get to 
hold her for another eight 
hours but she was beautiful 
- our little miracle.” 

Kelly said the discovery 
that she had a form of 
cancer was more of a shock 
because there was no 
history of serious cancer in 
her family. 

“My granddad had 
prostate cancer, but he never 
let it affect him too much,” 
she said. “There are a lot of 
people in my family that are 
unhealthier than me. 

“We hadn’t heard of 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma and 
thought it was something 
routine until Tony looked it 
up on the Internet and said: 
‘It’s cancer’. 

“Dealing with the cancer 
was tough in every sense - 
financially, physically and 
mentally. But my mum in 
particular was a real 
blessing, looking after Toby 
when I was at hospital. 

“I feel really blessed that 
I was receiving my 
treatment at Addenbrooke’s 
and the Rosie even though 
it’s about a 20-mile journey 
from home and I had to 
make three or four trips a 
week.” 

Kelly, who previously 
worked in pub management, 
is now about to start 


working part-time as a 
carer. 

Lucy Hynes, Race for 
Life event manager for 
Cambridge, said: “Kelly is 
an amazing lady and we’re 
extremely grateful for her 
support. 

“Everyone at Race for 
Life has their own special 
reason for participating and 
Kelly’s story illustrates just 
how much difference 
fundraising makes to our 
research.” 

In last year’s race Kelly 
was supported by friends 
Naomi Smith, Beckie Flynn 
and Rosie Cockerton, who 
also entered. 

Rosie, from Soham, 
walked the route with Kelly 
while the other two ran the 
distance and they all met up 
at the finish. 

Kelly, who will complete 
a year in remission in May, 
said: “I’m hoping we will 
all do it together this year. I 
was really pleased to 
complete the 5km last year 
in 43 minutes because in 
training the best time I had 
done was 56 minutes. 

“I’ve just downloaded a 
12-week training schedule 
and I’m hoping to at least 
jog the distance this year.” 

When Race for Life 
began in 1994, many people 
diagnosed with cancer did 
not survive. 

Since then, research 
supported by cash raised 
from events like Race for 
Life, which is supported by 


Cambridgeshire 
Newspapers, have helped 
more people to beat the 
disease. 

The Cambridge event is 
one of more than 300 held 
across the UK between May 
and July. It is the largest 
women-only fundraising 
event and this year a 
national target of £80 
million has been set. 

Since it started, 4.7 
million women have taken 
part and have together 
raised more than £327 
million for Cancer Research 
UK’s work. 

This involved helping to 
develop drugs such as 
tamoxifen and herceptin, 
which have saved the lives 
of thousands of women with 
breast cancer, as well as 
temozolomide, which is 
used to treat people with the 
most common type of brain 
cancer, and carboplatin, one 
of the most successful 
cancer fighting drugs. 

The Race for Life will 
take place on July 3, starting 
on Parker’s Piece, 
Cambridge. 

A fee of £14.99 paid by 
each entrant goes towards 
the cost of staging the race. 
All money raised in 
sponsorship goes towards 
research.

NEARLY 200 motorists 
have been caught not 
wearing their seatbelts 
during a week-long 
police campaign in 
Suffolk.

How will switchover happen? 

THE switchover will happen in two stages. 

If you currently receive your TV signal through an aerial, in either analogue 
or digital format (e.g. Freeview, Top Up TV, BT Vision), you are probably 
served by the Sandy Heath transmitter group, which switches on the dates 
below. Televisions connected to a cable or satellite service are not affected. 

Stage one - 30 March 2011: 

In the early hours, analogue BBC Two will be switched off and replaced with 
a new digital signal. 

Local 'relay' TV transmitters will also start to broadcast the BBC's other 
digital channels for the first time. 

Readers switching to digital for the first time via Freeview, Top Up TV or 
BT Vision will now be able to set up their equipment. Homes already 
watching these services should retune their digital boxes or IDTVs. 

Stage two -13 April 2011: 

All remaining analogue channels will be switched off and replaced with 
additional digital services. 

Everyone watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT Vision will need to retune 
their equipment again to receive all available channels. 

On both dates, these changes will happen overnight. For most viewers, 
services will be restored by the morning. Households receiving their TV 
signal from local relay transmitters will receive new digital services later in 
the day and should tune in for the first time or retune from this point.

Where can I get face-to- 
face advice on switchover? 

Digital UK has been working 
closely with charities to organise 
local advice points during 
switchover.

What about my 
video recorder? 

After switchover, 
video and 

analogue DVD 
recorders will

record, but 
you won’t

to record one channel while you 
watch another. 

If you want to continue doing 
this after switchover, the 
simplest way is to get a digital 
TV recorder. These also allow 
you to record a whole series at 
the touch of a button, and pause 
and rewind live TV 

Will I need a new aerial to 
receive Freeview? 

Most rooftop aerials will be fine 
after switchover but a small 
proportion of aerials are likely 
to need replacing to receive 
Freeview. 

Digital UK recommends that 
you wait until after switchover 
to see if your aerial needs 
replacing in order to avoid 
having unnecessary work 
carried out. You can check 
whether your existing aerial is 
likely to be suitable for 
receiving digital by visiting the 
aerial test page on teletext page 
284. 

If you receive television from 
the Sandy Heath main 
transmitter, you will need a 
wideband aerial to receive all 
the available Freeview channels 
after switchover. If your existing 
aerial is not wideband, you 
should still be able to receive the 
main public-service channels. 

Where can I find a good 
aerial installer? 

Look for a Registered Digital 
^ Installer (RDI) with the 


‘digital tick’ logo. You can 
either go to www.rdi-lb.tv/ 
identify.html or call Digital UK 
on 0845 650 50 50 for more 
information. If you can’t find an 
RDI locally, look for someone 
with Associate RDI or CAI Plus 
status - or ask your local 
electrical retailer. 

What channels will I get? 

Which channels you receive will 
depend on which transmitter 
you receive your signal from. 

Viewers served by a local 
‘relay’ transmitter will receive 
around 15 Freeview channels for 
the first time. These will include 
BBC One, BBC Two, ITV1, 
Channel 4 and Five, plus all the 
other channels from the BBC 
(those funded by the licence fee) 
and some other services from 
the public-service broadcasters. 

Viewers served by a larger 
‘main’ transmitter will be able 
to receive these channels as well 
as some extra services from 
commercial broadcasters. These 
extra channels are also available 
via satellite. You can check 
which Freeview channels are 
available in your area by using 
the postcode checker at 
www.digitaluk.co.uk, or by 
calling 08456 50 50 50. 

This also gives you 
information about satellite and 
cable options in your area. 

You’ll find that getting 
switched over is more straight¬ 
forward than you think! 


How to get 
digital television 


IF you only receive five or fewer analogue channels through an aerial on any of 
your sets, you’ll need to think about converting them for switchover - otherwise 
you risk being faced with a blank screen once analogue signals are switched off. 


There are three main ways to switch to 
digital TV: 

■ Convert your existing analogue TV 
using a digital box (eg Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision). 

■ Have a digital TV service, such as 
satellite, cable or broadband T\, installed 
for you. Providers include Sky, freesat 
and Virgin Media. 

■ Buy a new TV with digital (Freeview 
or freesat) built in. 

Remember, almost everyone will be 


able to watch Freeview after switchover - 
even homes currently out of coverage. 

You can check the options for going 
digital in your area, and what channels 
will be available through your aerial, 
using the postcode checker at 
www.digitaluk.co.uk. Extra channels are 
available through other digital TV 
services, such as satellite or cable. 

Virtually any TV set, including black 
and white ones and those without Scart 
sockets, can be converted using a digital 
box.

Stressed-out 
teachers feel 
the pressure 


SICK-note teachers in Suffolk 
took almost 10,000 days off in a 
year due to depression and 
psychiatric stress, a council 
revealed this week. 

The figures released by Suffolk 
County Council show stressed-out 
teachers took off the equivalent of 50 
academic years in 2010. 

Education chiefs said over-worked 
teachers were forced to stay at home 
after being diagnosed with stress, 
depression and anxiety caused by 
classroom chaos. 

One teacher spent a year-and-a-half 
out of school after being diagnosed 
with post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Union bosses blamed the figures on 
a huge increase in workload, the threat 
of inspections and the pressure of 
exams and league tables. 

The figures for 2010 show that 190 
teachers took a total of 9,774 days off, 
with a high level suffering from stress 


or depression and anxiety. 

Graham White, Suffolk’s division 
secretary for the National Union of 
Teachers, said: “I think that it is clear 
that teaching is an extremely stressful 
job. These figures are rising and 
teachers are becoming more and more 
stressed, but this isn't a criticism of the 
school - it is the nature of the job.” 

A Suffolk education authority 
spokeswoman said: “Suffolk County 
council takes the welfare of staff very 
seriously. 

“We will continue to work closely 
with employees and their managers to 
help and support any stress related 
recovery. 

“We offer support through wellbeing 
programmes, professional associations 
and HR departments. 

“School staff have access to a free 
telephone number, which provides 
telephone counselling and advice on a 
wide range of personal and work 
related issues.”

THAT crazy little thing called 
love complicates a seemingly 
perfect relationship based on 
sex in this contemporary 
comedy of social mores. 

As the title suggests, No Strings 
Attached centres on a pair of 20- 
something professionals who 
don’t have time in their busy 
schedules for an inconvenience 
such as commitment. 

And so they agree to be friends 
with benefits, calling and texting 
each other for physical 
gratification with the 
understanding that they don’t 
have to worry about the 
awkwardness of post-coital 
conversation. 

Screenwriter Elizabeth 
Meriwether gradually shows her 
protagonists the errors of their 
lustful ways and sets up the 
possibility of a happy ever after 
using that age-old plot device: A 
wedding. 

In the wrong hands, No Strings 
Attached would be saccharine 
nonsense. Thankfully, this film is 
blessed with director Ivan 
Reitman and well-judged 
performances from Natalie 
Portman and Ashton Kutcher, 


who generate smouldering 
chemistry. 

Adam (Kutcher), whose father 
Alvin (Kevin Kline) is a famous 
actor, works as a lowly TV 
producer on a show that is 
cynically jumping on the High 
School Musical bandwagon.

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Looking forward to summer

T HE daffodils may not quite 
be in bloom yet - but you 
should be ordering your 
summer bulbs now if you want 
to add pizzazz to your plot in the 
warmer months. 

Bulbs, corms and tubers can be 
planted in spring right up until the end 
of May and can be as spectacular as 
their spring counterparts, in troughs and 
tubs, or filling up the front of beds and 
borders, requiring little maintenance but 
providing a wealth of colour during the 
hotter months. 

The majority produce their best 
blooms when planted in a sunny spot, 
although lilies and begonias bloom well 
in partial shade. 

The secret is to plant a variety of 
bulbs which will last all summer, such 
as freesias, which bloom from June 
onwards, zantedeschias, which flower 
between July and October, and later- 
flowering blooms such as dahlias and 
tigridias. 

Long after your tulips have faded, 
foxtail lilies (eremurus) are producing 
towering spires of flowers as high as 
2.5m (8ft) and clumps of Crinum x 


powellii are producing beautiful 
blooms. Also in August and September, 
red hot pokers (kniphofias) are among 
the most impressive border plants. 

In October and November, a welcome 
burst of colour is provided by Nerine 
sarniensis, related to amaryllis and 
sometimes referred to as jewel, or 
diamond, lilies because their petals 
reflect light, which is needed in the 
dullest months. Indeed, a panel of 
gardening experts has voted it the must- 
have bloom for this summer, in an event 
organised by the Netherlands Flower 
Bulb Information Centre. 

Hyacinths are generally known as 
highly scented spring bulbs, but there is 
also a summer hyacinth, Galtonia 
candicans, which grows to 3ft (90cm) 
and makes big clumps of strap-like 


leaves, producing white, bell-shaped 
flowers in summer. They should be 
planted in late spring. 

If you don’t fancy lifting gladioli 
corms every year, try the Gladiolus 
communis subsp. byzantinus, which 
grows to 75cm (2.5ft) and produces 
magenta flowers. It is a hardy perennial 
which doesn’t need digging up every 
year and looks wonderful in a cottage 
garden, although it’s not quite as 
majestic as the taller varieties. Corms 
should be planted in a sunny spot in 
autumn or early spring in fertile, well- 
drained soil. 

Lilies are among the most popular 
summer bulbs. They perform well in 
pots and if you want their rich scent to 
pervade your patio, go for L. 
longiflorum, which will produce 


wonderful white flowers and fragrance 
on a sunny terrace. They are best grown 
in large pots of John Innes compost in 
autumn or early spring in a frost-free 
greenhouse or conservatory. Don’t put 
them outside until the frosts have 
passed. 

One of the easiest lilies to grow is the 
Tiger lily (Lilium tigrinum), which 
grows to 4ft (1.25m) and produces 
striking orange-spotted flowers with 
petals which curve in to make a ball 
shape. Again, they can be planted in 
early spring in well-drained lime-free 
soil. The plants can be left for a couple 
of years until they start to become 
overcrowded. Clumps can then be dug 
up and divided in autumn or early 
spring, and replanted immediately. 

Hardy bulbs such as nerines, galtonia 


and Amaryllis belladonna can be 
planted in spring and left to naturalise 
in a warm, sunny spot. 

Non-hardy types such as tigridia, 
canna and eucomis should be planted in 
late spring and lifted after flowering, 
before the first frost. Dahlias, cannas 
and begonias, which are not frost-hardy, 
can be started off in pots indoors early 
in the year. Nearly all need good 
drainage, so add sharp sand or 
horticultural grit to the ground below 
and around where the bulbs are to be 
planted. 

The hole should be about twice the 
diameter of the bulb and the depth will 
depend upon the variety you are 
planting. 

Crocosmias, formerly known as 
montbretias, with their hot colours from 
yellow through to burnt orange and 
fiery reds, look their best in high 
summer and can continue to flower well 
into September. 

Good companions in high summer 
include the dark-leaved dahlia Bishop 
of Llandaff, with its deep red flowers 
and the effective foliage contrast, and 
bold day lilies such as Hemerocallis 
Stafford, which has fabulous scarlet 
flowers with yellow centres. 

Other hot bulbs for summer include 
Gloriosa Rothschildiana, a climbing 
vine with vibrant red and yellow flowers 
similar to those of the lily and often 
known as the climbing lily. For best 
results this should be planted by trees, 
walls and fences in warm, sunny spots. 

Long after the daffodils and tulips 
have faded, you’ll be dazzled by a host 
of summer bulbs emerging through to 
autumn.

NEW MG: With MG Rover’s appalling failure to do right by the brand long in the past, Chinese owners Shanghai 
AIC have taken on the marque and an investment programme has now begun, with a new range in the wings. 


THE MG Motor Company 
is to return to prominence 
with its new MG6 
hatchback and saloon, 
writes Matt Joy. 

The MG Motor Company 
will begin full-scale 
production of its all-new MG6 
hatchback and saloon in a few 
weeks’ time in a move that will 
see the brand return to 
prominence. 

It represents a remarkable 
turnaround for the company 
following the sorry final days 
of the MG Rover Group led by 
the Phoenix consortium, 
culminating in the closing of 
the factory gates at Longbridge 
in Birmingham and thousands 
of job losses. 

The subsequent buyout by 
the Shanghai Automotive 
Industry Corporation (SAIC) 
meant continued small-scale 


production of the MG TF 
sports car, but more significant 
was the long-term investment 
put in place by the Chinese 
company - culminating in the 
development of the all-new 
model. 

The MG6 is the centrepiece 
of the brand’s relaunch, which 
includes a new logo, branding 


and a programme of almost 30 
new dealerships over the next 
year. Most importantly, it will 
also tackle the challenge of 
reconnecting customers with 
the brand. MG executives at 
the relaunch were keen to 
point out that MG remains a 
thoroughly British brand with 
British products: the MG6 has 
been designed and developed 
in the UK by mainly British 
talent, still working at a design 
facility in the heart of 
Birmingham. 

Yet the financial and 
technical muscle of the parent 
company has also been at the 
centre of the relaunch. SAIC is 
one of the world’s top 10 car 
manufacturers by volume and 
has joint agreements with 
industry giants General 
Motors and Volkswagen to 
develop and sell cars in China. 
This also promises fast 


development of low-emission 
vehicles in the future: MG says 
it will have full hybrids and 
plug-in hybrids within two 
years. 

But for now the hatchback 
and just-revealed saloon 
versions of the MG6 are the 
crucial first steps in rebuilding 
the reputation of MG as a car 
producer and a competitive 
brand in the UK. 

MG promises that the new 
car will offer best-in-class 
driving dynamics, a high 
specification and excellent 
value for money - which are 
bold claims given the quality 
of the competition. 

Despite the blind alleys of 
the past, there is still a great 
deal of enthusiasm for this 
classic British brand, and the 
coming months could see 
many more MG-badged cars 
out on the UK’s roads.
